DESTROY HAY HERE 


Two Dairymen Lose More Than 
200 Tons as Flames 
Take Toll 


' 





That someone started the fires 
which have burned more than 
200 tons of hay in Upland in two 
fires is the general belief follow- 
ing the second hay stack fire ear- 
ly Sunday morning. 

Approximatly 70 tons of hay 
in a barn at the P. J. Hoff dairy, 
‘West Arrow highway, were de- 
stroyed in @ fire that has a mys- 
terious origin. The fire was no- 
ticed at 1:45 a.m. Sunday. 

The kes was estimate? at 
$1,500. 

In a spectacular fire that start- 


ed shortly before 8 o'clock Friday 
night, 150 tons of hay was destroy- 


ed at William Beard's Allura Farm street. 


dairy on Grove avenue below Ninth 


street. 
The blaze, which may have been 
of incendiary origin, appeared to 


firemen and men from a state for- 
estry fire truck kept streams of 
water playing upon the hay, but 
the flames had eaten into the cen- 
ter of the stack, making control 
of the fire extremely difficult. 

That portion of the hay that did 
not burn was so badly damaged by 
water that it will be fit only for 
fertilizer. The hay was valued at 
more than $3,000 and was in- 
sured for $1,500. The burning of 
the large shed and the corral 
fences added materially to Mr. 
Beard’s lose, j 

Origin of the fire is unknown. 
The theory of spontaneous com- 
bustion is discredited by the fire- 
men, who found no evidence of 
such a cause, 

The burning haystack, which 
was located outside the city lim- 
its, was reached with water after 
the firemen had strung 1,800 feet 
of hose. 

Because of the nature of the fire, 
which made a brilliant light vis- 
ible for many miles, a large crowd 
was attracted to the scene, the 
police estimating. the number at 
1000, The crowding of the sight- 
seers hampered the firemen to 
some extent until the police were 
able to regulate the crowd. Ten 
persons were cited to appear in 
city court and answer to a charge 
of driving over the fire hose.

California is anxiously trying to dodge the responsibilities 
of motherhood on a large scale these days. What worries her 
is the large numbers of divorcees who are depositing their 
youngsters on her doorstep. 

In consequence, a test case has been. brought before the 
Supreme Court by a juvenile court official to prevent a twice- 
wed mother from tossing her children into the state’s lap be- 
eause her second husband is unable to support them. A lower 
court has already passed favorably upon her claim of inability 
to support her children. 

This precedent disturbs juvenile court authorities—for in 
San Francisco alone within a short time, forty divorcees have 
already farmed out Junior to the state’s care. They plead 
inability to support. 

Juvenile court officials don’t feel that every divorced mother 
will rush into a second marriage if the court supports the 
claims of the twice-wed mother in ‘the test case. Nonetheless, 
they’re uneasy over the prospect of twice-married women
